We know of one contractor on a section 
of the Wostminster-Yalo waggon road, 
who made up his mind to employ none

. required in this city and paid their fare 
from hero " to Now "Westminster. They 
■went to work, and all went well enough 
till the first poy day, but no sooner did 
they got their money than .they marched 
off to New Westminster— this was on Sa- 
turday evening— and tho following Mon 
day more than oue-half of tham wore ab- 
sent from duty, drinking and carousing 
in the city, and his work was nearly sus- 
pended in consequence. As he was under 
bonds to have his contract completed by 
a certain date, ho was compelled to come 
down again to Victoria for more help, and 
this time employed a number of China- 
men, who worked foitbfully and well un- 
til his contract was completed. Had it 
not been for the Chinamen ho assured us 
it would have boon inpossible for him to 
liavo completed his contract in the time 
spscified, and he would have been a heavy 
loser by the transaction. Now, these are 
the kind of mon the Colonist would have 
protected by exceptional legislation from 
fair competition with Chinamen.— Ston- 
dard, Augtist 16, 1875.

THE ESaUIMALT AND NANAIMO 
RAILWAY.^ 



'whatever may bo tho result of the elec- 
tion which is to take place to-day tho 
Island members will be pledged to exort 
their utmost endeavors to secure the con 
struotion of this railway. British Colum' 
bia is under tho Carnarvon Terms, which 
aro now tho Torms of Union, entitled to 
have tho Island railway constructed by 
Canada, and ou this subject wo are glad to 
seo that the candidates have spoken with 
nouncortain sound. Mr. Elliott has stat 
ed in his address, "whatever determina- 
tion may he arrived at by tUe engineer as 
to the route on tho Mainland the Carnar- 
von "lorms must bo strictly adhered to. by 
the early construction of theNflinaimo and 
Esquimalt railway," and all of the other 
candidates. Ministerial and Opposition, 
Lave pledged themselves to osact tho per- 
formance of the Carnarvon terms so far 
aa they relate to this roilway. 
, The tiine has arrived when this 
■ question should bo finally settled. It will 
therefore be tho duty of the Provincial 
Government at tho next sitting . of the 
'Legislative Assembly to insist lirmly but 
calmly that tho Carnarvon Torms bo car- 
ried into effect immediately.

Tho Premier yesterday afternoon, on 
tho order being read to go into Com- 
mitloc of Supply, gave the Houbo a 
very exhaustive and lucid explanation 
of tbo progress of tbo Canadian 
Pacific Railway and the policy of tho 
Governmont with regard to the con- 
struction of that great work, especial- 
ly in respect of the selection of tho 
route through British Columbia and 
the western terminus of the road 
Avoiding as far aa possible any refer- 
ence to the political aspect- of , the 
question, he fafst 'noticed rapidly' the 
original compact with British Colum- 
bia, his own objection to thoso nr- 
raugomouts, his advocacy on the other 
hand of tho railway as an object in 
itself desirable, the initial proceed- 
ings of the late Government, the fail- 
ure to commence the work within the 
time agreed, the impossibility of carry- 
ing out the terms of union, the tem- 
porary abandonment of the portion of 
the railway between Lake Nipisaing 
and Thunder Bay, the efforts of the 
present Government to devise a prac- 
ticable scheme, the commencement of 
the sections which should utilize the 
existing water eommuuications pend- 
ing the construction of the whole line 
from Thunder Bay to the Pacific, the 
defeat by the Senate of tho Es/Juimalt 
and NanaiwO Bailway project, the 
steps taken to oonetruct the Georgian 
Bay branch and to connect with tho 
existing system of railways by subaidi- 
zing the Canada • Central, and the 
choice of the Kaministiquia as a termi- 
nus. By the end of 1874, he went on 
to remark, clear proof had been ob- 
tained of a fovprablo route from Thun- 
der Bay to Rati Portage or Keewatin. 
The difficulties besetting tho undertak- 
ing in tho prairie country west of Red 
River were not great, but the real ob- 
stacles began to present themselves 
when the attempt had to be .made to 
pass the Bocky, the Cariboo, and Cas- 
cade ranges of mountains. Some idea 
of the vastness of the work might be 
conceived by the enormous labor and 
cost of the survey,preluiiiniSir;^to any ac- 
tion being taken towards building any 
portion of the road. In the progress of 
the surveys no less than forty-seven 
thousand miles had been traversed 
hy the surveying parties, twelve thou- 
sand miles had been actually covered 
by instrumental surveyj pr^^five times 
tho whole length of the 'line. By the 
various dangers encounted no less than 
forty lives had been lost. Some 
of the operations had been carried on 
in the midet of winter and under cir- 
cumstances taxing most severely the 
zeal and endurance of the offloers/j^Dha 
outlay on surveys had been as follows :' 
1871, $30,U8j 1872, §489,428; 1873, 
?5G1,813; 1874, $310,224; 1875, §494,- 
529; 1876, $791,121; 1877, §754,624; 
total, $3,411,887, making the total 
cost of some $1,300 per mile. Of the 
total outlay-nearly one-half has been 
spent in British Columbia, represent- 
ing only one fifth of the entire road. It 
was not, however, wonderful that this 
work should have been so protracted 
■when it was recollected that tho surveys 
of the great Indian railway from Bombay 
to tho interior occupied four years in a 
thickly settled country, while in the case 
of tbo Canadian Pacific the country was 
to a great extent without population, and 
aiTordod little produce and next to no 
supplies. In 1873 Mr. Sundford Fleming 
had made an estimate of the probable cost 
of the road ais follows:— 



not exceeding 2G.40 to the mils going 
eastward, or 52.80 going west, ihfj heav- 
iest traffic being of course expected in the 
former direction. This was tho extreme 
limit of the gradients on the 228 miles of 
road actually under construction. After 
discussing tho question of gradients and 
its bearing upon tbo cost of operating the 
road, tho Premier proceeded to refer to 
the poB-ible routes through British Col- 
umbia and their comparative mei;its. 
These wore, from Yellow Head Pass to 
Dean Inlet on the Pacific coast of the 
mainland, and the most northerly of the 
three, to "Waddington Harbor at the head 
of Bute Inlet, and to Port Moody at Bnr- 
rard Inlet. Tho original estimates of the 
cost of the respective lines were as fol- 
lows: — To Dean Inlet 29 millions; to Bute 
Inlet 33 millions; to Burrard Inlet 35 mil- 
lions. Tho distances ' -would boas fol- 
lows: — To Dean Inlot, 488 miles; to Port 
Moody 403 miles, to "i^addington Harbor 
5-lC miles. Dean Inlet was rejected for 
climatic reasons, tho ice being at certain 
seasons a source of troublo. The choice 
really lay bolwcon tho Bute lulot and 
Burrard Inlet routes. The advantage in 
respect of grades are decidedly in favor 
of the latter. Of lino practically level 
there are on tho Bute Inlet route forty- 
eight miles loss than on the Burrard Inlet 
route. Of grado between .10 and .50 per 
100 there are on tho Bute Inlet route 38 
miles more than on tbo Burrard Inlet 
route. Of grado between .50 and 1 per 
100 there are on tho Bute Inlet route 42 
miles mora than on tho Burrard Inlet 
route, Of grade between 1 and 2 per 100 
there aro ou tho Bute Inlet route 
miles, a largo proportion of which is 2 per 
100, of which there aro no corresponding 
gradients on tho Burrard Inlolrouto. Tho 
grades too on the latter aro usually short 
and undulating, while on tho rival route 
they are long, and without any rest or 
level for a considorablo distance. The 
curves were on tho aggregate about equal 
in tjie two linos. BIr. Marcus Smith had 
estimated tho cost of the respec- 
tive routes as follows: — Yellow Head Pass 
to Burrard Inlet at Port Moody, thirty- 
six and a half milliona, or to English Bay, 
flftoen miles further." 837,100,000; Yellow 
Head Pass to Bute Inlet, thirty four 
millions. Mr. Cambio, who has lately 
made a fluul and moat careful survey of 
both routes, is of opinion that the ease 
with which supplies and material may be 
got into Burrard Inlet route will largely 
reduce the cost. His estimate is, for Buto 
Inlet, 33 millions; for Burrard Inlet, at 
Port Moody, 31 millions, or at Eoglish 
Bay, 32 millions. But tho construution 
of the line to Bute Inlet would nooossitate 
its extension either to the Alherni Canal or 
Esquimalt in Vancouver Island.

The late Administration had practically 
settled that the terminus should bo at 
Esquimalt, but that would havo entailed 
tho expenditure of a largo additional sum 
Starting from Thunder Bay, the first ob 
jective point was Eat Portage or Keewat- 
in at tho crossing of tbo Lake of tho 
Woods; thoncQ tho lino ran to Selkirk, on 
the Red River, twonty-tbree milos north 
of Winnipeg. It then crossed Lako Mani 
toba: and 'trtivelled north-west until it 
reached Northoote, at tho northern end of 
tbo Duck Mountains. Thence its course 
was westward to Battleford and Edmon 
ton. A more southerly route from Sel 
kirk had been strongly advocated, but tho 
deviation to avoid tho Duck and Biding 
Mountains and other natural obstacles, 
tho extraordinary width and depth of the 
vallovs of the rivers, and tho addition of 
somo'twenty to thirty milos to iho length 
of the road, with a corroaponding expense, 
had led tho Government, supported by 
the united judgmsnt of Mr. Sandford 
Eleming and Mr. Marcus Smith, to do 
termine to adhere to the northern lino. A 
mor6indi;therly route still had found 
an advocftte in the last named gentleman 
Ho favored the deviation of tho line from 
Northcoto in a north-westerly direction to 
Lower Slave Lake, and thence by Pino 
River across to British Columbia. This 
line, howevoi', had not been surveyed 
the information respecting it was of 
vory superficial character; and it would 
ou Mr. Smith's admission, be fifty^two 
milos longer than tho proposed route 
while it Avas moro than probable the largi 
and deep valleys to' be crossed would 
make it nearly 100 milesfurther.

QsKTiiBmai:— Tha object of calling a 
meeting of my oonstitneBta at the Thea- 
tre on the 27th ultimo, was to address j ou 
at length on the political topics of the 
day, hut the employment by the Opposi- 
tion party of a number of disreputable 
poraoDB and the utter disregard shown by 
them of the old English love of fair play 
on that occasion prevented me from ex- 
pressing my \iewa and explaining my 
past actions aa a member of the 
Government since I last had the honor 
of biing elected by yon, and renders it 
neceBsaiy that I should supplement 
address to the electors of the 26th April 
and enter more f ally into details, 
f As regards the Canadian Pacific Bail- 
way, the dalay of a single summer ang- 
gested by Lord Oarnarron and agreed to 
by the Legislature has now elapsed, and 
this Government has urged the Domin- 
ion Government not to delay any further 
the oommenoemont of railway construc- 
tion in the Province. "Whatever determi- 
nation may be arrived at by tho Engineer 
at to iha ronto on the Mainland, tho Car- 
narvon Terms must bo strfctly adhered to 
by the early construotion of the Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt Kail way. 

There has been paid by this Province 
on account of the purchase in 1874 by 
Mr. Walkem while m England of cement 
and maohinery for the Drydock, tho 
alarming amount of $76,462,62. This 
does not embrace the sum of $4,581 inter- 
est paid to the bank on overdrawn Grav- 
ing Dock account. This sum of $80,000 
might have been saved to the coontry had 
ordinary foresight been used by the late 
Government in not making the purohasejat 
80 unnecessarily early a date. The course 
pursued by the Government in endeavor- 
ing to induce the Imperial Government 
to take over tho dock Bitei^p'ant and ma- 
terial and finish the construction of the 
dock is best shown by the subjoined re- 
solution of the House: —

Notwithstanding that the principle of 
the Bill was aflarmed by tho House on its 
second reading yet the Opposition un- 
scrupulously refused to allow tho details 
to be discussed in Committee. 

Tho only argument, if indeed it can be 
styled one, urged against the measure was 
"that tho members would on being 
brought together at onco proceed to raise 
the iudomnity." To this tho simple an- 
swer is that no such proposition could bo 
introduced unless by tho Government of 
the day. 

As regards the plan or basis of this 
Bill I may observe that the division of 
some of the districts was suggested on 
account of the diversity of interests ex- 
isting in the same, uotably, in tho case of 
Cariboo, which has no interest in common 
with the Alexandria portion of tho Dis- 
trict and which was proposed to be separ- 
ated from it in order that the mining in- 
terests of the one and the agricultural in-: 
terests of the other should not be prejudic- 
ed. 

Other districts wove divided on account 
of their enormous area, and some, ow- 
ing to their largely increased population.

The following telegram from the Sec- 
retary of State for tho Colonies has been

opinion on Esquimalt drydock question 
and other subjects connected with it, but 
all possible earnest attention will be given 
to it." .. , , '-HiokS-Beaoh." 

I am, and always have, been, an earn- 
est advocate for keeping the public 
sohoolB in a state of increasing efficiency, 
and consider that public moneys cannot 
be expended . to better advantage than in 
keeping up and isxtending our educational 
system. 

The success which has attended the en- 
gagement of the services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, induces me to think 
that the services of another expert might, 
with advantage to' - the Province, bo 
seonred for the lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Coast and the Island, and I shall 
be prepared to advocate at the earliest 
moment tho emplojrment of another such 
mining engineer."^'"'*^'' 

It has always been the practice of this 
Government to discourage the employ- 
ment of Chinese labor on public works, 
audit shall be my aim to promote such 
legislation as may tend to check the in- 
crease of Chinese immigration. 

With regard to the City of Victoria, I 
may remind you that one of. the first acts 
of this Government was the introduction 
of a measure containg a clause striking 
the Chinese oflf the municipal voters' list, 
thereby preventing a recurrence of the 
pemioouB practice of tho Mayor and 
Council of "Victoria being virtually elected 
by Chinese. 

Eecognising the just claims of the City 
to the fines, fees and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, I caused an Act to be pass- 
ed handing over the fees, amounting to 
§1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
of justice persistently refused by the late 
Government. And I shall be prepared 
to advocate the claim of the' innnioipality 
to retain the balance of the revenue der- 
ived from liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of §2,000. I also introduced the measure 
by '(vi'i^^ annual saving of §500 to the 
city and §700 to the Province, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of the offices of 
Proymoial SupenntbndeBt of Police with 
that of Inspectofof the City Police. 

The objeob with which tho amendment 
to tho Constitution Act was introduced 
was to give to the people fuller and more 
equitable representation. This purpose 
. was sought to be attained by dividing the 
electoral distriots, and hj. giving^addi-.

These figures in conjunction with the 
fact that Kobtehay has really no 'interest 
in common with any other portion of the 
Province, drawing, as she does, all her 
supplies from a neighboring state; that at 
the last two olectioDS she showed a voting 
power of 33 persons only, more than 
justified the course suggested by tho 
Government in taking one member from 
Kootonay in order to enfranchise Cassiur, 
with a mining population of some 3500 
people, not speaking of the much under 
represented district of Nauaimo. 

In the debate on the measure in tho 
House no attempt was made to defend 
this anomalous state of things in Koot- 
onay, and it can only be assumed that the 
desire.for its. continuance by the Opposi- 
tion was that the two members from that 
remote locality were their strong snp- 
jDorters.

QkhtIiEMBn: — Tha object of calling a 
meeting of my oonBtltaenta at the Thea- 
tre on the 27th. ultimp, was to address jou 
at length bh the political" topics of the 
day, but the employment by the Opposi- 
tion party of a number of diareputabla' 
persona and the utter disregard ehown by 
them of the old English love of fair play 
on that occasion prevented me from ez- 
presidng^'myx views and .explaining my 
putWaotionB . as a member of the 
Oovemm'ehtunce I last bad the honor 
of being elected by yon, and renders it 
necessary that I should supplement my 
address to the electors of the _26th April 
and enter more fully into details.

I am, and always have been, an earn- 
est advocate for keeping the public 
schools in a state of increasing et&ciency, 
l and consider that public mo:ieys cannot 
be expended to better advantage than in 
keeping up and extending our edncatfonal 
system, ■ . 

' The success which has attended the en- 
gageme5¥pf the services of a mining en- 
gineer Cariboo, induces me to think 
that- the services of another expert might, 
with advantage ' to the Province, be 
secured for the.lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Ooas£Wi*d^ihg'Bila^^^ 
be prepared ib'^advooate at the earliest 
moment the employment of another such 
mining engineer. 

It has always been the practice of this 
Government- to -disconrage the employ- 
ment of GhineBe labor on publio works, 
and it shall be my aim to prompts . such 
legislation as ma^ tend to>'~chebk the in- 
brease of Chinese immigration. 

With regard to tho City of Viotorio, I 
may remind yon that one of tho first acts 
of this Government was the introduction 
of a measure cbntaiqg >jglai^ie. striking 
the Ohinese o£F the munioipU voters' list, 
thSreby preventing a reonrrenoe of the 
pemicous practice of the Mayor and 
Council of viotbria heing virtually elected 
by Ohinese. 

Becognising the just claims of the City 
to the fines, foes and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, I caused an Act to be pass- 
ed handing over the fees, iimounting to 
§1,000, tO; the city for jts own use; ' an act 
of justice persistently r refused by the late 
Government. * " And. I" Bhall be prepared 
to advocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain the balance of the revenue der- 
ived from liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of $2,000. I also introduced the measure 
b^ which an annual saving of $500 to the 
city and $700 to the Province, .wael attain- 
edt by the amalgamatibh of the'oiGSces of 
Provincial Superintendent of Police with 
that of Inspector of the City Police. 

The object with which the amendment 
to the Constitution Act was introduced 
was to give to the people fuUer.and more 
equitable representation. ; This'purposa 
was sought, to be atfauned by dividing thia 
electoral districts', 'and by 'giving addi- 
tional representation to soma of them. 
In the important Province of Ontario not 
Ik tungle oonetitnenoy retnnu more than 



one representative.'"' The free action of a 
Government maybe severely hampered by 
tho joint demands of the representatives 
of a district, returning to the House more 
than one member, by requisitions for 
exoessiva eipondlturo in their respective 
districts and which only a numerically 
strong GoTernment could decline. 

In tho present small number of repre- 
sentatives, the Honso is likely to be so 
nearly balanced oa- to render a Govern- 
ment unable to resist this unwholesome 
pressure.
